Re-education m eans much for this 
cla ss of m en, and about one-third 
of these blinded soldiers are now 
availing th em selves of the 
oppor­ 
tunities for training under the di 
re d ion of the Federal Board 
for 
Vocational Education. 
P o u ltr y raising has been tested 
and proven to be a lucrative voca­ 
tion for blind men. 
W ith the a s­ 
sistance of m em bers of their fa m ­ 
ilies these 
blinded 
soldiers 
are 
m aking good at it 
O steopathy and 
m assage are attracting others 
as 
occupations desireable for the blind 
T he policy of the Board in build­ 
ing upon the past experiences of 
lisabled .soldiers in fitting 
them 
or future em ploym ent is adhered 
o in its dealings with the blinded. 
in follow ing this policy, an insur­

warrant 
had been served by a deputy from 
the St. Louis 
immigration 
office 
and that Mrs. Goldman will be ar­ 
rested as soon as she leaves prison, 
and unless she can provide $15,000 
bond she will be placed iii jail to 
await a deportation hearing. 
W hen Mrs. Goldman entered the 
prison at Jefferson 
City 
in July. 
1917 she said she w as born in Kus 
sia and in case the deportation is 
ordered the imm igration 
authori­ 
ties were 
under 
the 
im pression 
which she w ould be deported. 
Mrs. 
Goldman declared on entering the 
prison she w’as 48 years old and 
was 
an 
Am erican 
citizen. 
She 
said she had been in the 'United 


I States SI years and her father, now 
dead. was a naturalised American 
citizen.

thy farmer of Camden county, dur­ 
ing the September term of 
the 
Webster county circuit court which 
opened at Marshfield, Monday, says 
the Springfield Leader. 
Blackburn has been at 
liberty 
under bond since his second trial at 
the May term of court, when tin­ 
jury disagreed on a verdict. 
The 
jury stood seven to five for con­ 
viction. 
At his first trial in Camden coun­ 
ty in August, 1916, Blackburn was 
given a life sentence in the state 
penitentiary. 
He served eighteen 
months of the sentence when 
lie 
was granted a new trial by the su­ 
preme court. 
A change of venue 
was taken to Webster county for 
the ensuing trial, beld last May. 
The charge 
against 
Blackburn 
tor the murder of Francis is based 
on circumstantial evidence. 
The 
; body of the Camden county farmer 
was found iii a wood 
near 
the 
Stoutland road two 
weeks 
after 
the mysterious disappearance of 
Francis. 
The victim’s skull 
was 
crushed and there was a bullet hole 
in his head. 
The farmer’s horse, 
which he had ridden on the morn­ 
ing of his disappearance, was found 
tied to a free nearby. 
The horse 
was emaciated from lack of 
food 
and water. 
Following the discovery of Fran­ 
cis’ body, Charles Blackburn 
was 
arrested when he presented several 
notes and checks, signed with the 
name of Francis, at the Bani; oi 
Stoutland. 
According to .evidence presented 
by the state in the previous trials 
Blackburn and Francis were con­ 
cerned 
in a deal 
over 
a 
farm, 
but the matter was never consum­ 
mated. 
It was alleged 
that 
the 
checks and notes 
taken to 
the 
bank were forgeries, executed 
by 
Blackburn under the cover of the 
negotiations with 
Francis. 
The 
state contends that Blackburn com­ 
mitted the murder to conceal the 
facts of the forgeries. 
Testimony was introduced at the 
last trial to the effect that Black­ 
burn owed Francis money for cat­ 
tle he nad purchased 
and 
that 
Francis had threatened to 
bring 
suit to recover the money. 
Handwriting experts were among 
the principal witnesses at the last 
trial to testify regarding the sig­ 
natures to the checks and notes. 
Blackburn’s defense is based on 
an alibi. He stoutly maintains that 
lie was at home on the night that 
the murder is alleged to have been 
committed.
